In fact they were not 
present, or if they were, they 
were forced to stay out of the 
way of the great avalanche or 
get crushed beneath its mighty 
weight. 

i look back upon that great 
mass of humanity with a degree 
of amazement. They were 
crowded so close together all o- 
ver the house until there was no 
chance for a collection and yet 
the collections scarcely asked for 
far exceeded anything even 
thought of before. And I wish to 
repeat that there is nothing like 
being right and huving God’s ap- 
proval. 

We have now started into a 
new year with real earnestness. 
The Assembly is past but the ef- 
fects of it are still lingering. We 


_ have added three more to our 


office force and surely God will 
make us able to far surpass all 
previous years in the amount of 
work done and good accomplish- 
ed. But sometimes I almost won- 
der why the work is increasing 


- so rapidly when we are having 


such apparently strong opposi- 
tion. Surely the opposition is a 
real stimulent and food upon 
which to subsist. If that is it, let 
it continue. I say, anything that 
God is pleased with pleases me, 
and I want to remain in a posi- 
tion so I can have His approval 
in everything and at all times. 

There was a strong sentiment 
manifested in favor of the tithe 
system now practiced. It was 
strongly experssed that ° paying 
tithes. would lead. to deeper and 
greater sprritual blessings. Tiere 
‘was a thrill of joy ran through 
the entire audience whén ex- 
pression was given favoring ‘the 
tithing system. There was also a 
strong expression which indicat- 
ed that paying tithes would lead 
to, financial prosperity. Many 
were ready to tell ‘how the Lord 
had prospered them both spirit- 
tually and financially. 


Truly God \s greatly honoring 
His Church in many ways. After 
the. Assembly was over the 
Elders were held in counsel the 


remainder of the week. They at- 


tended to the matters left in 


‘|. their hands as far as they could 


for the present. The * working 
‘out of all the decisions of the 


‘Assembly is to follow. 
The great Auditorium is to be 


;constructed and made ready for 
the 16th Annual Assembly in 
_1920. The home for orphans is 
to be prepared, and these are 
\only beginnings of what may 
follow. We had never been ready 
to make such extensive moves 
before, but this time the Holy 
Ghost took charge and made us 
ready and moved and directed 
the collections with no efforts on 
the part of the authorities . No 
one asked for money. No one 
asked for subscriptions. The 
people volunteered as they were 
‘moved by the Holy Ghost. It 
‘was wonderful indeed to watch 
the money as it passed from 
jhand to hand from all parts of 
.the house on its way to the 
moderator’s table. Hundred dol- 
lar bills, fifty dollar bills, twenty 
dollar bills, tens, fives, and ones, 
all traveled alike. The house was 
crowed so the contributers could 
not walk up and lay the bills on 
the table, and too much crowd- 
ed to send collectors back in the 
congregaton, so every body ‘of- 
fered their service and the mon- 
ey was passed from one to an- 
other until it reached its destina- 
tion on the platform. 

I am assured that our people 
are becoming more consctrated 
and more spiritual. The ‘last As- 
sembly proved this.to be true. 
The spontaneous outbursts of 
praise proved that Christ was 
“crowned within”, and that it 
was no effort to shout the 
praises that were already in the 
heart. 

Since the people have return- 
ed to their homes many of them 
have already sent in _ their 
pledges, and I am sure the bal- 
ance will be forth-coming soon. 
Those having the work in charge 
are laboring and planing for the 
auditorium and as soon as a 
suitable location can be secured 
and material placed the work 
will begin. 


Only six or seven thousand 
dollars have been pledged and 
paid for the auditorium and 
home for orphans, but this a- 
mount is a nice little sum for an 
“earnest.” But not less than 
fifty thousand will be needed for 
the completion of both buildings 
and the dormitories, restaurants, 
and the other buildings and 
land upon which to build. 

It will be necessary for us all 
‘o unite eur prayers, faith and 
works as firmly as we did during 
the Assembly. We have come to 
the ‘place now that we must ex- 
pect great things. God is a 
mighty God, and we can  sure- 
ly believe Him for mighty things. 
We must not limit His powér; 
to do this would be a grave of- 
fence; But we will not limit the 
“Holy One of Israel!” By His 
grace we will move forward and 
do the very work that the As- 
sembly decided upon. | 

The Evangel wil! give reports 
of the work and keep our people 
informed of the progress of the 
work. Every subscriber should 
keep paid up so as to be sure to 
keep in touch with headquarters. 
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We will do our best to put the 
papers in the mails and Uncle 
Sam will bring the news to your 
door. If any one fails to get your 
paper in reasonable time, make 
a diligent search at your end 
of the line, and if you still do 
not get it, notify the publishing 
house of the failure and a dili- 
gent search for the trouble will 
be instituted. We are very anx- 
ious for every subscriber to get 
their papers regularly. We may 
have unavoidable mishaps some 
times in the office, as has been 
the case in the past, but we will 
do our best to get the paper to 
every subscriber regularly. And 
I know that you will pray for us 
and we do not forget to pray for 
you. 





Sedition a Grave Offence. 


Members of the Church can- 
not afford to engage in any sedi- 
tious conversation. If they do 
some one will know it and the 
guilty parties will be reported. If 
any one knows of such seditious 
conversation, or a seditious spir- 
it working, which, if let alone, is 
liable to cause division or trouble 
in any way, he should report the 
same to the proper authorities. 
To know of such and fail to re- 
port it will have the appearence 
of being party to the crime. 


I wish to raise my voice a- 
gainst a repetition of what has 
already transpired. It has been 
discovered and acknowledged 
that some of our ministers have 
been enemies to the government, 
and at the same time, for 
months and even.years, drawn 
money from the treasury ef the 
Church of God and lived upon it 
while laying plans to overthrow 
the very institution that was 
giving them their support. Such 
an offence can almost he com- 
pared to the crime of the one 
that betrayed our Lord and sold 
Him for thirty pieces of silver. 
This same spirit has been a- 
mong us. I earnestly hope it will 
never appear again. But if it 
should, I trust God will take care 
of it and stop it, even if it takes 
a repetition of what befell An- 
anias and Sapphira, and bring 
such a fear over the whole 
church, and all that may hear of 
it, that it will put a stop to sedi- 
tion forever. 


I do not care so much for con- 
spiracy against myself as an in- 
dividual by outsiders; nay! I 
rather have a longing in my 
heart to suffer martyrdom, but 
it is my purpose to preserve the 
dignity of the position I occupy, 
and that of the Church of God 
itself. Thus it becomes my duty 
to briefly refer to this subject 
occasionally. 


I believe I have the approba- 
tion of every fair minded person 
when I insist that hereafter if 
any man does not agree with the 
decisions of the Assembly and 
does not intend to submit to 
them, he should tender his re- 
signation like a man and never. 
be guilty of drawing his support 
from the Church while he plans 
for its downfall. A man that will 
resign, as stated above, will be 
held in higher esteem by « those 
who are loyal than one who will 
stoop to seditious practices in a 
secret way until he thinks he is 
ready for his action openly. 


Sedition, conspiracy, rebellion, 
despising government, and lying 
to the Holy Ghost, are crimes 
that are boldly denounced by the 
Holy Scriptures.And at such a 
time as this we must let the peo- 
ple know that we are determined
